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THE WICK TRAGEDY. 
Tue public mind has recently been disturbed by one of thos2 
frightfal events which leave sober men in doubt whether we live 
under a terrific despotism, or are incapable of preserving public 
tranquillity by the execution of the laws devised by a sapient 
legislature for the suppression of civil commotions. Human life 
has been perilled in a collision between the military and the 


inhabitants of Wick in the John o’Groat’s district, north of. 
Scotland. 

The origin of this unhappy event — the casus belli, if we may 
So term it — was the resistance of some of the poorer inhabitants 
of Wick to the shipment of grain. Their own sad necessities 
blinded them to the folly and criminality of their proceeding ; 
they knew little, and cared less, for the principles of free trade; 
they saw the staple of life leaving a land where privation is 
abundant for a land where famine is rife, and they opposed them- 
selves bodily to the act of exportation. It was in vain that the 
civil authorities warned and menaced the mutinous; vain was the 
reading of the Riot Act; futile the interposition of the sheriff and 
constabulary. Two or three days elapsed when a government 
Steamer arrived with troops. After some delay and difficulty, 
Owing to the refusal of the fishermen to lend their boats, upwards 
of one hundred men were landed. Perfect quiet ensued ; but on 
the evening of the following day there was an émeute, in the course 
of which the military fired upon the mob, and severe injury to 
two unoffending individuals was the result. 

Melancholy occurrences of this nature recall the hideous scenes 
enacted at the early period of the French revolution, and our own 
sad collisions at Manchester, Bristol, &c. ; and naturally suggest 
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behold the means of relief, which a munificent charity might dis- 
pense, removed under our very eyes, and in spite of our urgent 
cries and entreaties. Such a state of things should excite com- 
passion and sympathy if the law is impotent as a preventive, and 
therefore every precaution ought to be taken by the municipal 
authorities to guard against the aggravation of suffering by an 
array of brute force and its ultimate application. Our soldiery 
are not trained, or intended, to make war upon their own country- 
men; it is a perversion of their occupation, and a source of 
antipathy injurious to the recruiting department of the army, and 
fatal to a just consideration of the soldier's ultimate claim to pen- 
sion and reward. Thus, both as regards the citizen and the 
soldier, military interference is an extreme measure, which no- 
thing but a most urgent and pressing apprehension of bloodshed 
from mob violence can possibly j ustify. The spirit of an English- 
man revolts at threatened coercion : even if he be under the influ- 
ence of a returning sense of the propriety of endurance and the 
preference of constitutional remonstrance, the sight of a hedge of 
bristling bayonets renews the smouldering passion within him, 
and excites him at once to acts of hostility. The power given to 
the mayor or other legal functionary in a town or village, to arm 
an indefinite number of the well-disposed inhabitants, and consti- 
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bellious disposition. But it may happen that all these measures 
are inefficacious, and that the execution of the final measure may 
become indispensable. From that moment the power of the civil 
officer is nearly in a state of suspense, and the commandant of the 
troops becomes in a manner the sole depository of the discretion 
on which is to hang the security of human life. It is a fearful 
trust, replete at once with anxiety to the patriot, the soldier who 
is paid by his country to protect his country’s interests and ex- 
tend her fame, and the man of common humanity. 

It was justly observed, not many nights since, in both Houses 
of Parliament, in reference, we believe, to the violation of the 
Vienna treaty, that a protest unaccompanied by a demonstration 
of force, or the exhibition of a power which it is not intended tò 
employ, is, if not absolutely a token of internal weakness, at all 
events a justification of the belief, that the measure is vor et pre- 
terea nihil, and therefore an encouragement to the refractory. To 
apply this sound doctrine to the case at issue, and all similar cases. 
No threat to employ military aid should be hastily or inconsider- 
ately held out; once made, the troops should be summoned; and 
once summoned, their interference rendered effective. But how? 
Not surely by instantaneous fusillades, or dashing charges with 
the all-conquering bayonet? Not by provocative parades about a 
town, and insolent demonstrations of defiance? Not by irritating 
guard-mountings, and the formation of posts at every corner of a 
street? These and similar steps serve but to chafe the spirit of 
the starving mutineer, and precipitate the catastrophe it must be 
the wish of every good man and loyal functionary to avert. No; 
a more prudent and humane course obviously suggests itself, and 
the officer whose lot it may be to act in such emergencies will do

The Marquis of Lanspowne, in answer to the Duke of BUCKINGHAM. intimated 
that there would be no’ objection to lay on the table returns relative to the exe- 
oution of, and sums expended upon, Public Works in Ireland.—Lord BrouGHaM, 
in presenting a petition from Glasgow, com laining of the influx of Irish paurers 
into that city, took occasion to advert, on the authority of information supphed 
him, to the alleged fact, that, while the English of all rauks were called upon to 
subscribe for the reliéf of the Irish poor, many of the landlords of Ireland did 
very little in furtherance of so laudable an object: that he had also received in- 
formation of the issue of four thousand processes for rents. the day after they 


became due, and complaining also that four sons in the family of a gentleman of 


property in Ireland held seven well-paid. offices. under a. local -relief committee. 
The Marquis of LoNbonperry and the Earl of MOUNTCASHELL protested against 
the Noble and Learned Lord’s persisting in attempts to run down the Irish land- 
lords. Lord BrouGHAM denied that he had done so: the cases to which he had 
referred, no doubt, were exceptions to'the general rule, but they were not the less 
true on that account. The Noble and Learned Lord then presented a petition 
from Hull on the subject of juvenile offenders, stating that he agreed with those 
who thought it would be right that the subject of the abolition of valet id Pot ard 
should come before the House in the shape of a Bill. Earl Grey reminded the 
Noble Lord that tle law of the country gave, and always had given, tothe crown 
the power of deciding how certain classes of offenders sentenced to transporta- 
tion should be disposed of. Lord BrouGuam contended: that a minister would 
deserve impeachment, if, because he was opposed to capital punishment, he en- 
deavoured to abolish the system by the mere exercise of the prerogative of the 
crown. Lord CAMPBELL was of opinion that all the Government proposed to do 
might be done without an Act of Parliament,

A new writ was ordered for the city of Canterbury, in the room of J. Brad- 
shaw, Esq , deceased.—Lord G. BENTINCK presented a petition from the asso- 
ciation of Spanish bondholders, stating that the only chance of redress against 
the bad faith of the Spanish government was their coming to that House praying 
that it would take their claims into consideration, and afford them such relief as 
it might deem fit.— Viscount PALMERSTON, in answer to Mr. Hume, said, with 
respect to the Brazilian slave trade, that it was not the, intention of the Govern- 
ment to repeal the act of 1845, which declared the trading in slaves, carried on 
under the Brazilian flag, to be piracy, unless the government of that country 
should agree in a treaty fur the suppression of the trade altogether. On the

OEBUCK, in an introductory speech, moved the following resolution, “ That any 
plans of relief for the distress of the Irish poor by means of loans to the owners 
of property in Ireland, would be unjust and impolitic unless accompanied bya 
system of taxation, which would subject such property to the burdens alread 
imposed upon ali property throughout Great Britain.” An animated di-cussion 
ensued, in which Sir R. Peet and Lord J. RusskLL took part, against the mo- 
tion, which was eventually lost, by a majority of ninety-five, after which the Bill 
was committed, various clauses giving rise tn some discussion.

The Earl of Lucan called on Lord Brougham to give up the authority upon 
which he had made his charges, the evening before, on certain Irish landlords. 
Lord BrovGHAM refused to comply, pleading that common fame was authorit 
enough for any Peer in making a statement in their Lordships’ House. The 
Earl of Lucan insisted on the propriety of the Noble and Learned Lord's giving 
up the name of his informant. Lord BrougGnam, with extraordinary vehemence, 
struck the table, and passionately exclaimed, “I will not.” The Marquis of 
Lonponperry read the Noble and Learned Lord a severe lecture for making 
“eternal speeches, cracking bad jokes, and practising special pleadings,” for the 
purpose of abusing the landed proprietors of Ireland. Their Lordships’ entire 
sitting was consumed in these altercations.

Mr. EWART moved for leave to bring in a Bill to repeal the punishment of 
death in all cases. The Honourable Member contended that the punishment of 
death was unnecessary, and that its infliction was injurious to public morals. 
‘This extreme penalty not only produced sympathy, but often induced judges and 
juries to concur. in bringing in verdicts of insanity. Executions acted as no 
warning, and the entire feeling of the country was against capital punishment. 
The Honourable Member suggested as a substitute perpetual imprisonment. Dr. 
BowrinG seconded the motion. Sir G. Grey said he should give his most de- 
cided opposition to such a general and sweeping proposition as the abolishment 
of the punishment of death in all cases. So far from public opinion being in 
favour of the abolition of capital punishment in all cases, such a measure would 
shock and outrage the feelings of the country.

The second reading of the Edinburgh and Perth Railway Bill was postponed 
for a week. Mr. Warp brought in a Bill for consolidating the acts for making 
and improving Harbours, Docks, and Piers.—Sir H. W. Barron moved the 
second reading of a Bill for assimilating the law of arrest for debt in Ireland 
to that of England; but after a discussion, and on an intimation from the Soli. 
eitor-General for Ireland that the subject was under his consideration, with a 
view to proposing a more efficient measure than that before the House, the Hon. 
Bar net withdrew his motion.—On the question of going into committee on the 
Drainage of Land Bill, Mr. W. WILLIAMS complained that the rate of interest 
payable n loans by the last act was too low, being less than that which was to be 
paid bythe Chancellor of the Exchequer on the recent loan ; he therefore hoped 
the Government would consent to make some addition to the rate of interest 
under the present measure. Mr. Hume considered that ifthe rate of interest in 
the market advanced, so ought the rate of interest to be paid on these loans. Sir 
GEORGE Gury sunmitted that the landed proprietors, particularly in Scotland, 
relying en the faith of Government, as rledged by the act of last year, haa already 
expended large sums of money in anticipation of loans to be granted at the speci- 
tied rate of interest of Three-and-a-halt per cent. Although the act had teen 
proposed as a boon to the Janded proprietors, it had been tound porticulariy 
avanable for the relief of distress in Scotland, he therefore could not give his 
assent to raising the interest, but he Was prepared to limit the amount of loans 
mi ant case to a particular sum, and would do so in committee. The House then 
went into committee, various clauses originating some discussion. On reaching 
the sixth clause, Sir George Grey moved that no provisional certificate shoud 
be granted for a larger sum than 15,0004, and that the period for its expenditure 
»hould be enlarged trom three to five years. In. rder to mect the case of the 
Highland proprietors a discretionary power was given to the commissioners when 
there was a large unemployed population 3 and it was satisfactorily shown that a 
larger amount would be. expended on that period, to,recommend that an increased 
advance should be made. Sir JAMES GRAHAM was of opinion that the proposed 
amount of 15,000. was too large, because those who really required assistance 
were the smaller proprietors, the yeomanry, who were labouring under compara- 
tive difticulties:. He thought if the maximum was fixed at 10,0004, there would 
be ample means to satisfy every claim, and also to 1 eet the exigencies of the 
Highlands.

To build railways and canals, and 
to furnish a a rad a with facilities for cheap and speedy intercourse 
and trade? | No; but chiefly for the maintenance of an army, for 
their destruction, if they attempt to improve their condition by re- 
modelling. their social institutions; and for the support of agents, 
who enter their social and domestic circles, to listen to their most 
secret words, and watch their most secret actions. No trade can be 
carried on in Austria without a license from government, fur which 
from five to ten shillings per annum are paid, according to the nature 
of the trade and the advantages of the situations. If to day a man 
takes out a baker's or tailor's license to work in Freiwa!dan, and, in 
a week, he finds a better opening in Lindewiesse, ani determines to 
remove thither, he must take out a new license for the latter place, 
which is about two miles distant, at the same rate as before And as 
those licenses cannot be had at all without the recommendation of 
one of the local magistracy, these ten thousand petty tools of des- 
potism, for there are ten thousand of them. are empowered to decide 
who and how many may work at each trade. A man cannot kill a 
lamb for his neighbour without a license, A poor tailor, who came 
as a patient to Graefenberg, and had not the means to pay his ex- 
penses, wished to work at his trade in order to earn the means of 
support. One of the guests gave him employment; the poor fellow 
was delighted to have something to do. But the tailors in Freiwal- 
dan, hearing that the man was exercising his trade without a license, 
instantly interfered, and threatened to have him arrested if he did 
not desist. He dared not sew another stitch, and many times after- 
wards a collection-plate was handed round to the guests in the saloon 
on his behalf. 

Denmank.—Hitherto, imprisonment for debt extended to ten 
years for sums of the smaller amounts, and for life for the larger 
sums, but the King has just issued an ordonnance limiting confine- 
ment for all sums, whatever their amount, above 50 1ix dollars 
(125fr. ), to three years, and suppressing it altogether for debts below

An 
inquiry into the merits of the proposal has been intrusted to Captain 
Veitch, of the Engineers, who has entered upon the investigation, 
with the assistance of Captain Washington, one of the Tidal Harbour 
Commissioners. -- ‘I'he estimated cost, including structure, ap- 
proaches, and the purchase of property, is 90,000}. Sir S. Brown 
contemplates the erection of the bridge in two years from its com- 
mencement. : 

Tue Overtaxn Mair. — A report 18 now current on the conti- 
nent, that it is the intention of the King of Sardinia to construct a 
railroad from Genoa to Chambery, with a tunnel under Mount Cenis, 
eight miles long. Shou!d this railway be constructed, Genoa will 
become a formidable rival to Marseille- and the route to Genoa will, 
in that case, probably be found preferable either to that by Marseilles 
or by Trieste for the conveyance of the overland mail. 

Dissot.ution or Pantiament.—lIt is confidently stated, by per- 
sons who ought to be well informed on the subject, that the present 
Parliament will be brought to a close—by means of a Dissolution — 
about the end of June, or the beginning of July. The registration 
returns are mentioned as being, in the opinion of the Government, 
sufficiently in its favour to justify this appeal to the country. 

Tue New County Courrs.—On Saturday next, in pursuance of 
an order in council, a number of small debts’ courts will be abolished, 
and on the Monday follewing the various district offices, under the 
new county courts, wiil be opened for the transaction of business. 
Summonses will be issued and days appointed for the judges to pro- 
ceed on circuit, according to the scheme inserted in the “ Times” of 
Saturday. ‘The judges of the superior courts have issued fifiy-two 
rules and the necessary forms of procedure. A defendant is to be 
served ten clear days before the return of the summons, and on the 
trial he can be examined as well as his wife. The privilege of ex- 
amining the parties and their wives is a new feature in claims to 20/., 
and will require the anxious care of the judges to prevent it from 
being abused. ‘The character and attainments of the new Judges are 
a guarantee for the proper administration of justice. 

VooLwicH, — Among the parliamentary papers recently printed 
was one obtained by Mr. T. Duncombe, in reference to the hulks at 
Woolwich. It appears that since the Ist of January, 1844, 122 pri- 
soners have died at the hulks, and the verdicts returned show that 
many died of consumption. In the period embraced by the return, 
it seems that 59 corpses have been removed for anatomical examina- 
tion, on each ot which a sum of 2/. 10s. was paid to Mr. Dix, un- 
dertaker. The corporal punishments fiom the tst of January, 1843, 
to the 12th of February last, numbered 44. T'he punishment awarded 
in some cases was by stripes, and in a few instances by lashes 

Water Cresses.—On Sunday last, six large bags, similar to what 
hop» are put in, were filled with this wholesome plant, and were lying 
at Winchester station ready to be sent to London, the weight of each 
about 112lbs. or 1 cwt. T hey had been gathered in the neighbour- 
hood of Alresford, seven miles from Winchester, by the poor, lor a 
greengrocer living at that place, who has eogaged to serd all he can 
procure to London two or three times each week, or oftener if he 
can get them. It is stated they are extensively used and boiled as 
spinach. 

Liseration or Conviers.—It is stated that her Majesty’s pardon 
will be extended to a number of convicts now serving, whose period 
of sentence has nearly expired, and whose « xemplary conduct has en- 
tied them to her Majesty's royal clemency, and as an example to 
others to do the same. ‘The royal mercy was recently extended to 
130 of these unfortunate beings, brought home in the Scotia trans. 
port from the West Indies, and landed at Woolwich dockyard, to 
whom warrants of pardon and release were issued from the Home 
Department. A list is to be forwarded from the various establish- 
ments to the secretary of state, to lay before the Queen for her 
approval. The recent order with respect to discharged convicts from 
the hulks works weil, as it prevents their being plundered by the 
keepers or others, as a printed form is now forwarded to their friends, 
viz. :— What are his prospecis if liberated? Will any person em- 
ploy him? State their names and address. Has any application 
been made to such persons, and by whom? Has any and what reply 
been made?” &c. Also the money saved up for them, amounting 
from 52 to 204, is not paid until theirarrival at their destination, and 
a person is sent with them, to see that they go off by the first convey- 
ance for their native place. 

Excuus WeaLTtH. — A remarkable example of the 
existence of wealth and poverty that characterises this country, has 
recently come to our knowledge. We are informed that a capitalist 
in the city, having applied for a share of the loan which had been just 
effected, was told not oniy that the lists were already full, but that 
the subscriptions which had been offered were of an amount suffi- 
cient to pay off the haif of the national debt!

BRADFORD. — Last week, as one boy was wheeling another ina 
barrow, near the edge of one of the blasts at Bowling Ironworks, one 
of them, named Levi Watson, eleven years old, was turned over out 
of the barrow into the flaming blast, seven feet deep. Immediately 
on his falling in the other boy made an alarm, and a man who worked 
at an adjoining stack ran to the blast, and saw the lad alive at the 
bottom. He held down to him a long coal-rake, and with which he 
pulled the lad up nearly to the top, when, unfortunately, the poor 
fellow let go his hold, and he fell down again. He lay there nearly 
half an hour, until he was barned literally to a cinder. The 
small remains of the body were pulled up, and presented a shocking 
spectacle. An inquest was held yesterday, when a verdict of “ Ac- 
cidental death ” was returned. 

Dover.— We regret to hear that a serious accident occurred on 
Friday to Mr. Lumley Graham, son of Sir Sandford Graham, now 
residing at Dover. e was following the East Kent fox hounds, 
when his horse feil, throwing him with great violence on the ground. 
On intelligence reaching Dover, Sir Sandford and Lady Graham 
immediately left in a carnage, and found him in a state of insensi- 
bility. We hear that no bones are fractured, and we trust that there 
are no serious apprehensions of a fatal result. 

Cartuke or A Rosser. — At Dover, on Sunday morning, at 
about five o'clock, a special train arrived at Dover with a gentleman 
and one of the city police, in search of a man who, it was stated, had 
robbed a merchant at Hamburgh of more than 4000.. After ineffec- 
tually searching on board the packets then about to start for the 
Continent, they proceeded to Hollyer's London Hotel, where they 
discovered the fugitive quietly enjoying his breakfast.

Continent, but was compelled to retrace his steps with his captors. 

Wivetsrietp.—On Saturday last an alarming fire broke out in 

the house of Mr. Eade, glover, Wivelsfield, and so rapid was the 
progress, of the devouring element, that the whole fabric, consisting 
of two tenements, occupied by Mr. Eade and Newnham, grocer, 
were levelled to the ground in the short space of an hour.

Finding every 
attempt to stay the flames unavailing, their attention was immediately 
turned to the safety of their stock and furniture, of which, through 
the strenuous and well-merited exertions of their neighbours, they 
happily succeeded in rescuing the most valuable portion. The fire 
is supposed to have originated from the spark UNE candle having 
been inadvertently dropped amongst some dry rubbish. 

Murperous Attack BY a Convict ar PorrsmoutH. — On 
the 5th, as the convicts were employed in stowing away their ham- 
mocks, one of the prisoners, who is undergoing sentence of trans- 
portation for fifteen years, two of whicn have expired, made a 
desperate attack on Mr. Meatyard, the chief mate, by striking him 
over the head with a broomstick, to which a piece of chain was 
attached, felling him to the deck by the second blow; and there ap- 
pears to be no doubt that the villain would have accomplished the 
murder of his victim, if one of the keepers, named Duncannon, at 
whom the prisoner also threw the broomstick, had not run to the 
chief mate's assistance. So serious are the injuries inflicted on Mr. 
Meatyard, that he continued insensible for four hours, and now lies 
in a dangerous state. ‘I'his attrocious attack has been communicated 
to Mr. Capper, of the Home Office, and the culprit will, of course, 
be dealt with as he deserves. He has only one arm. We understand 
that his fellow-prisoners looked on in the affair, without attempting 
to interfere in behalt of the chief mate, and that some of them had 
previously threatened ‘to do for him.”

Mr. O'CoxxeLt's HraLtH. — The hon. and learned member for 
Cork, whose precarious state of health has excited so much interest, 
left the British Hotel, Jermyn Street, on Saturday last, for the 
country. ‘lhe medical advisers of the learned gentleman have re- 
commended a total cessation from business, and a change of air, as 
absolutely necessary. It is understood tha: the hon. member will 
sojourn for a few weeks at Hastings, and will thereafter proceed to 
France, and thence by easy stages to Italv. We revret to learn, 
from unquestionable authority, that Mr. O'Connell has not only 
become enfeebled in body, but that his mind h:s become dejected in 
an extreme degree, and that the conviction of the near approach of 
death, with which the learned gentleman is said to be painfully im- 
pressed, leaves little hope of his recovery. By the immediate friends 
and relatives of the hon. and learned member the most anxious ap- 
prehensions are felt as to his recovery, and the possibility of his again 
taking a part in public affairs is utterly hopeless. 

Tux Distress.—All the accounts received in Dublin on Monday, 
especially from the west, including the counties of Galway, Ros- 
common, and Leitrim, represent matters as getting from bad to 
worse. The local papers teem with letters descriptive of the dread- 
ful destitution, which is fast thinning the population, despite the 
public and private efforts that are being made to stem the ravages 
of disease and hunger. The mortality in the workhouses, too, is 
daily assuming a more formidable shape, while the hospital accom- 
modation for the sick is altogether disproportionate to the overwhelm- 
ing numbers of patients seeking an asylum. ‘The Long‘ord paper 
states that 292 persons died in the workhouse of that ‘town from the 
Ist of January to the 28th of February. In the metropolis, Cork, 
and other large towns and cities, the mortality has been much greater 
in proportion to the population. 

Tue Porurar Armament. — Mr. Justice Jackson, in opening 
the commission at Clonmel on Saturday, took occasion to refer to 
the extraordinary number of prisoners charged with offences con- 
nected with the possession and use of firearms, remarking, that 
although there was no lack of arms before, there had been latterly an 
extraordinary influx of them into the country, the possession of 
which led to crimes of the most heinous character. The learned 
judge impressed upon the grand jury the necessity of their calling the 
attention of the executive to the subject, with the view of adopting 
some remedy for the repression of the abuse. 

Rergat Associ-TION.—A letter read at the meeting to-day from 
Mr. J. O'Connell announces that his father was on the point of de- 
parture for Hastings; and, but for the hurry of leaving town, would 
have addressed the association upon the present state of affairs. He 
(Mr. Daniel O'Connell) would also have had the pleasure personally 
to notify that Mr. J. A. O'Neill means to offer himself for Galway 
at the general election, and thus give the honest (?) Repealers there 
“a second worthy and true-hearted candidate to support.” The 
“ Liberator” would, however, give himscif that pleasure this day 
week.

footing as other commodities; that, in particular, the law of entail 
burdens a proprietor, at the discretion of his predecessor, with the 
sacrifice of the first three years’ rental for the support of collateral 
heirs — a burden which he, as a mere life-renter, has great difficulty 
in providing for; that, from the same cause, he cannot borrow money 
for improvements, except at an exorbitant rate of interest; that the 
system is fruitful of litigation; and, so far as Scotch cases are con- 
cerned, forms most of the appellate jurisdiction of the House of 
Lords; and that, finally, so far as the community at large are con- 
cerned, it limits the productive power of the soil, and gives to landed 
proprietors a method of eluding their creditors at death, which no 
other kind of proprietor can by possibility possess. Up to 1830, when 
the last register was made up, the number of entai!s recorded was 
1531. Since then they have been increasing, and at the present mo- 
ment some 3000 individuals monopolise the ownership of the whole 
soil. 

GLascow.—The following official notice appears in the “ Glasgow 
Post :'"—“ It has just been discovered that a fraud has been committed 
on the five pound notes of the Glasgow Joint Stock Company, by 
converting the word ‘five’ on the upper corner of the note, into the 
figures 20, and the words ‘five pounds,’ in the body of the note into 
the words ‘twenty pounds.’ The easiest manner of detecting the 
fraud is by examining the stamp on the back of the note, which, on 
the five pound note, is the large coloured Government stamp, 1m the 
red part of which are the words ‘ five’ and also ‘one shilling and three- 

ence,” while the genuine twenty pound note bears only a common 
bill stamp, of the value of two shillings, without any colouring. The 
bank wilt immediately withdraw from circulation all the five pound 
notes of the Glasgow Joint Stock Banking Company. 

‘Tuurso, — We mentioned in our last, that pieces of ordnance had 
been carried to the head of the brae, at the mouth of the river, in ad- 
diuion to the planting of two smail sloops on the way to the river.

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THE BALEARIC ISLANDS. 


Off the coast of Spain, about fifty miles north-east of Cape Nao, 
are five small islands, forming the group called the Balearic. ‘This 
word is generally admitted to be derived from a Greek verb, signi- 
fying to throw, and has a distinctive cognomen bestowed upon the 
ancient inhabitants from their dexterity 1n the use of the sling. The 
three largest of these islands are Majorca, Minorca, and Ivica. 
They are only of importance in a political point of view, and recent 
rumours having asserted that France had dispatched a fleet for the 
purpose of occupying these important stations in the Mediterranean, 
has brought again the subject of their character and value before the 
attention of Europe, and we have accordingly taken the opportunity 
of presenting sketches of these interesting islands to entertain and 
instruct our readers. ‘The Balearic !slands are hilly, but Majorca 
alone can be said with propriety to be mountainous, They possess 
mines of lead and iron, and pitcoal is also found. The soil is good ; 
cultivated chiefly wih vines and olives. ‘These products are ex- 
changed for corn and cattle, which are not produced in sufficient 
quantities for home consumption, The pottery ware made in these 
islands has been long esteemed. ‘The general features of the coast 
are steep and rugged, surrounded by rocks and jslets, but affording 
some excellent harbours. ‘The water around them is deep. | The 
subject of occupying these islands by any foreign power, in prejudice 
to Spanish possession, is connected wit such delicate political rela- 
tions, that its very mention is sufficient to awaken the interest and 
alarm the suspicions of the country. Referring to our remarks upon 
the subject in last week's paper, under the head of Political Indi- 
cations, it is only necessary here to add, that Minorca has been the 
ivot on which the relations of Western Europe and the supremacy 
F the Mediterranean have turned for many years; and now that 
France in Africa has been entered upon maps, Port Mahon, the 
principal harbour of this island, has lost none of its attractions in the 
eyes of the French cabinet. The modern history of the Balearic 
Islands coirmences with the expulsion of the Moors and annexation 
to the crown of Arragon in 1289. Louis XIV., after establishing his 
randson in the Escurial, managed to introduce a French garrison 
into Fort Philip, a progress the English rather roughly interrupted 
by seizing the island, and which were confirmed to us by the treaty 
of Utretch in 1708. Six years afterwards, we were dispossessed by 
the French and Spanish combined forces. Gross mismanagement 
on the part of our government was the real cause of this disgrace, 
though the death of the unfortunate Admiral B ng was the sacrifice 
made to appease the indignation of the nation. T 1798 it again sur- 
rendered to the British, and it remained in their possession until the 
peace of 1814, when it was restored to Spain. i 
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TOWN AND MINES 
OF GUANAJUATO. 


Guanajuato, the capital of 
the state of that name, is the 
rincipal mining district in 
exico; it is situated in a 
hollow, surrounded on all 
sides by barren and sterile 
hills, on which are situated 
the principal mines— Valen- 
ciana, Rayas, Tepeyac, Cata, 
and others—and from whence 
the greatest treasures in the 
world have been extracted, 
and formed the principal re- 
sources of the Spanish crown. 
They are now worked mostly 
by British companies. Gua-

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COLONIES. 

New Zeavann papers have been received, of the 24th of October, 
bringing advices from the Bay of Islands down to the 17th of the 
same month, At that date the reports of the officers of her Majesty’s 
ship Castor were, that affairs generally bore a quiet and peaceable 
aspect. Heki and Kawiti had held a conference with Waka Nene, 
the stauncn and tried ally of the British, and the result was mutual 
interchanges of forgiveness and reconciliation. Heki, it is stated, 
has signilied his readiness to restore the horses purloined by the 
rebels, wnenever the governor shall inform him of the owners, Not- 
withstanding the better prospect held out, an opinion appears to be 
entertained that it will be a long time before the northern district can 
recover from the depressing effects of the late rebellion. A rumour 
was in circulation that Heki was about to visit Auckland, to make a 
formal peace with the government, but the truth of the report is not 
vouched for. The latest accounts from Wellington state that Ran- 
gihaeata was still at large in the neighbourhood of Manawatu. The 
remaining prisoners have been tried and sentenced to transportation 
for life. Seven of them were on board her Majesty's steamer Driver, 
on their way to Hobart Town, The Hutt district has, it seems, been 
visited with a heavy flood occasioned by the thawing of the snow on 
the Taurarua range. ‘The water of the river rose to an unprece- 
dented height, and occasioned considerable damage. The Legislative 
Council was sitting at Auckland. The leading measures under dis- 
cussion were the Customs Amendment Bill and the Estimates. The 
latter, for the current financial term, amounted to 40,9591. 9s. 

West Inpra Mart. — ‘The Medway steamer arrived at South- 
ampton on Wednesday with the West India and Mexican mails. 
The dates are — Honduras, Jan. 21.; Mexico, ‘29 ; Vera Cruz, 
Feb. 1.; Jamaica, 8.; Barbadoes and Havannah, 11.; Martinique, 
Dominique, and Guadaloupe, 14.; St. Kitts, 15 ; Bermuda, 21. 
The Medway brings home sixty-eight passengers, amongst whom are 
the shipwrecked seamen from Nassau. She also brings a large 
freight. consisting of 361,713 dollars, from Vera Cruz, and 30,000 
from ‘Tampico, but nothing on account of the dividends; 158l. in 
British coin; 120,000/. in gold dust and gold; 94 serons of incigo; 
20,000 dollars, old silver; and a case of pearls, valued at 22504. Thè 
accounts are calculated to inspire confidence as to the gradual im- 
provement of affairs in the colonies, provided there is a return of the 
usual seasons, such as. strange to say, have scarcely ever been ex- 
perienced since the emancipation. The private letters from Jamaica 
read well upon this point, and in Barbadoes the weather was line and 
dry. The sugar was of excellent quality, and the planting of the 
next crop was nearly finished. A vessei arrived at Kingston had 
several cases of yellow fever on board, In Demerara there had been 
much sickness among the Coolies. ‘There was a further arrival of 
these people, but they appear, Jike the Maderia emigrants, to be 
totally unequal to the climate. ‘The habits of the Coolies, more- 

over, were much complained of as being indolent and immoral,

FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 


France.—The Bourdeaux mail arrived on Monday in Paris, but 
without bringing the Madrid mail. All sorts of rumours were 
therefore in circulation in Paris on the subject of Spanish affairs. 
One was, that there had been a simultaneous Carlist rising in the 
Basque provinces and in Catalonia, and that all communication be- 
tween M adrid and Paris was cut off. Certain it is that the authori- 
ties in the Basque provinces have been for some time past greatly 
alarmed, as is evident from the factthat the authorities ot Guipuscoa 
have petitioned to be allowed to remove the government from the 
open town of Guipuscoa, the capital of the province, to the fortress 
of St. Sebastian. All personal communication between the young 
Queen and her husband has long since ceased, and they now seldom 
see each other. Such are the miserable effects of the selfishness of 
the King of the French. What cares he for the happiness of the un- 
fortunate young Queen of Spain? ‘The sooner she falls a victim to 
these constant excitements the better will it be for hisviews. It was 
not withcut an object that Don Francisco d' Assis was preferred by 
M. Guizot to Don Enrique; and yet M. Guizot is lauded to the 
skies as the pink of decency and morality. Morality has its ‘Tartuffes 
as well as religion. 

‘Ihe secretary to the Spanish Embassy left Paris on Monday 
morning, to place himself at the orders of Queen Christina, who is 
expected at Bayonne. 

Game Preserving IN France. — As a proof of the care wih 
which the forests of the crown are preserved, the ‘Journal de Chas- 
seurs ” publishes the following as an exact account of the returns 
made by the keepers of all the vermin and birds of prey killed in 
them from the 1st of January to the 31st of December, 1846, viz. :— 
8 wolves, 949 foxes, 155 badgers, 1161 pole-cats, 4073 rats, 261 stray 
dogs, 1170 cats, 5127 weasels, 743 buzzards, 1489 hawks, 1737 owls, 
3644 magpies, 2370 jays, and 3026 crows—making a total of 26,093, 

Srain.—Queen Christina and family left Madrid for Paris on the 
8th inst, They travelled in two spacious carriages. Relays of four- 
teen mules and horses have been ordered to be in readiness at all the 
post houses from Madrid to Yrun for their use. Strong piquets of 
cavalry will escort her Majesty and her doubloons and diamonds from 
station to station. Had the widow of Ferdinand VLI. waited a little 
while ere setting out upon this journey, she and her caro sposo would 
have stood a good chance of making the acquaintance of the Carlists

Portuaar.—'The Oriental and Peninsular Company's steam-ship 
‘Liber left Lisbon on the 20th ult. She was the bearer of important 
despatches for the consul of Oporto; and Captain Bingham, who 
commanded the Tiber, in endeavouring to make into that difficult 
port in a dreadful fog, unfortunately ran his ship on shore near Villa 
de Conde, about twelve miles distant. ‘he event took place soon 
after noon on the 21st, and before an hour elapsed the ship broke up 
and became a total wreck, ‘I'he Gallegos, in endeavouring to lower 
the ship's boats, stove them all, and every soul on board would have 
perished, if the people from the shore had not gone off in boats and 
saved nearly all the passengers and crew. One old Spanish general 
was washed off the deck and lost. ‘The conduct of the country 
people was admirable—they refused reward, and rendered the most 
usetul services. Mr, Millar, the agent of the company, on hearing 
of this event, instantly communicated with the consul, who proceeded 
to Villa de Conde to protect whatever property can be saved. No- 
thing as yet had been heard of the steamer which left Southampton 
on the 17th, and was due at Oporto on the 21st ult., and preat anxiety 
is naturally entertained for her safety, as one of those periodical fogs 
which overlay this coast for several days has just set in. Marshal 
Saldanha, with 7000 men, 900 of whom are cavalry, is at Vendas 
Novas and Oliveira de Azemcis, three or four leagues south of 
Oporto. He has threatened daily to cross the river at Corveiro, and 
has disappointed all his friends by not having done so, as he had an 
opportunity of intercepting Das Antas on his return from Vianna, 
and of striking a blow which might have been fatal to the Junta. 
Oporto is perfectly tranquil and the city abundantly supplied ; the 
garrison are in spirits, and Saldanha must do something to retrieve 
the fame of the royal army, or desertion will take place. The Duke 
of Terceira and other prisoners have been removed from. the castle 
of the Foz to the city prison. They were well treated. The Queen, 
it is said, refused to exchange Bomfim and the prisoners of ‘Torres 
Vedras for the duke. ‘The lines are well manned, and two regi. 
ments sent out to contest the passing of the river by Saldanha. Seve. 
ral Miguelite partisans are acting under the Junta, but no union be- 
tween them has taken, or will take, place. ‘The blockade is only 
nominal; vessels every day, when the bar is free, go in and out, lt 
was by the Queen's decree suspended to the 20th of February, and 
1500 pipes of port wine were shipped for England in the seven pre- 
vious days, 

Une of the steamers at the disposition of the Junta, the Duc du 
Porto, was unfortunately wrecked on Monday, the 21st ult., whilst 
endeavouring to tow a trading vessel into the river, ‘Ihe hawser 
broke just as the steamer was coming over the bar. Several of her 
crew were drowned. 

Swepen. — The “ Augsburg Gazette” states, that in consequence 
of the importance attached by some of the journals to the protest of 
Sweden against the incorporation of Cracow, the government of that 
country has been asked by the three great northern powers, whether 
it really intended that the protest should be regarded as a menace, 
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and has reccived in reply an assurance that the proper sense to be ap- 

plied to the protest is an expression of regret that revolutionary 
movements should have rendered necessary an infraction Of the trea- 
ties of Vienna, and a hope that nothing will arise of a nature to lead 
to further modifications, 

Prussia. — According to a letter from Berlin, in the ‘ German 
Journal of Frankfort,” the Prussian government intends to submit 
to the united Diet the question of the line of commercial polley 
which it would be prudent to adopt in the interest of the nation. 
Berlin letter of the 3d says : — “ The bill for enacting the new code 
of commerce has been presented by the council of state to the coun- 
cil of ministers. It contains 186 articles, making great improve- 
ments in the law on bills of exchange, in which there have hitherto 
been great defects. The king has decided that sworn short-hand 
writers shall attend the sittings of the Diet, and take reports with the 
utmost exactitude of all the debates; and the * Universal Gazette of 
Prussia ” announces that it will publish them fully, with the names 
of the speakers. ‘The municipality of Berlin has resolved to give a 
solemn reception to the deputies, who are to assemble in Diet on the 
11th April, and also give them a grand entertainment, thus mani- 
festing the high opinion of the capital on the establishment of this 
institution. i 

Grurce. — The “ Augsburg Gazette” of the 28th ult. confirms its 
previous statement, that King Otho had written an autograph letter 
to the sultan, in which he explained that the words of which M. Mas- 
suras, the Turkish ambassador, complained, were addressed to him as 
a private individual, and not in his capacity as representative of the 
Ottoman Porte. M. Coletti had on bis part addressed a letter in a 
similar sense to the minister for foreign affairs at Constantinople. | 

Russia. — The solution of the ecclesiastical differences existing 
between the Ho y See and the Cabinet of St. Petersburg, has been 
effected. The difficulties were grave, and appeared even insur- 
mountable, but the good inclinations of the Czar, and the spirit of 
peace and conciliation which reigns at the court of the new 1 ope, 
have smoothed down all obstacles. ‘I'he Catholic church of Poland 
and Russia is about to enter on a new phase of its existence. A 
courier has been despatched from Rome to St. Petersburg, by Count 
Blondoff, who is eutrusted with the task of following the negotiations 
at the Holy See, and bringing them to a prosperous termination.

‘The ministry of finance is confided to M. Zu-Rhein, president ot 
the regency of Ratisbon, The new minister of justice is to be the 
Chevalicr de Maurer. _ Phe latter is, besides, to continue to manage 
the department of foreign affairs ad interim, during the leave of ab- 
sence of four months granted to M. de Bray. As regards the rest, it 
is not known with very great certainty if this last, at the expiration of 
his leave of absence, will effectively resume the direction of his de- 
partment ; it is thought that a post as minister plenipotentiary at one 
of the great courts may be given him. As for the ex-ministers, with 
the exception of M. d'Abel, they have all accepted ele under the 
administration as an indemnification for the loss of their portfolios, 
M. de Schrenk, ex-minister of ustice, is appointed president of the 
regency of Ratisbon, General de Gumpenberg, ex-minister of war, 
takes the command of the brigade of Ansbach. > The Count de 
Sensheim, ex-minister of finance, retains his place in the council of 
state, and a snug pension of 6000 florins. Independently of this 
complete renewal of the ministry, several changes will take place In 
the secondary situations. M. de Hormann, president of the regency 
of Munich, looked upon as the right hand of M. d'Abel, is dismissed. 

Germany. — An individual, apparently about seventy, and having 
a long white beard, was a few days back taken upat Laon for begging; 
and conducted by the gendarmerie to the common place of confine- 
ment. The authorities not being able to learn anything of this 
person’s previous life, were obliged to proceed to all the formalities 
required in such cases, and, as a preliminary measure, sent the medi- 
cal man of the prison to pay the usual visit of examination. lt was 
then discovered that the person taken up was a woman. For forty 
years, she stated, she had worn male attire, and acted as a journeyman 
butcher. Her sex had never been discovered, and she would in all 
probability have gone on to the end of her career believed to be a 
man, had not her advanced age prevented her working as she had 
done formerly. Nature, in having given her a beard, had suggested 
to her the idea of earning her bread in men's clothes, in place ot those 
of her own sex, women not obtaining employment as easily as men. 
The authorities ordered her to be removed to an asylum, where her 
wants will be provided for. i 

Amenica,— The papers by the Henry:Clay, from New York. ex- 
tending to the 10th ult., arrived on ‘Tuesday. We have, therefore, 
five days later news to communicate, ‘The commercial advices do 
not note any serious change in the price of bread-stuffs. Cotton was 
in steady, but quict demand, and the provision trade was reported as 
very firm. We have nothing new from Mexico. No battle or 
batiles fuught, and the latest New York papers would seem to lead 
us to expect that ere long Mexico will sue, in the language of earnest 
entreaty, for peace. A Dr. Holland had arrived at Washington on 
the 8th ult., with dispatches from the army of the United States in 
Mexico, He left General Wolf's camp on the 8th of January, but 
it was said he did not bring any intelligence of an important 
character. x date À La ' 

The proceedings in Congress were not very important. The dis- 
pute with the Brazilian Government, already noticed, was satisfac- 
torily adjusted. Brother Jonathan, who, although notorious for his 
selfishness, seemed to be stirring himself up with the view of miti- 
gating the « Irish famine. One of the New York papers suggests 
that a ship should be sent out with clothes and provisions, each citizen 
contributing what he could to such 4 great and glorious cause ; and 
afier her two or three others. The idea is good, and we hope will be 
acted upon, as-there is room for all that can be doue to mitigate the 
sufferings now endured by that unfortu nate country. 

Letters from the city of Mexico to the 29th of January have been 
received, Gomez Farias, as vice-president, continued at the head of 
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affairs. The ministry had been again dissolved. Senhor Suarex 
Iriarte was the new minister of finance. Santa Anna remained at 
San Luis Potosi. A law had passed Congress, authorising the sale 
of church property, to support the expenses of the war against the 
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PROGRESS. 

A New Power, or rather a new application of a power heretofore 
though not directly used, is about to be introduced as a means of 
locomotion. Mr. Alexander Gordon, a member of the Institution 
of Civil Engineers in this country, has made some important experi- 
ments in the application of heat itself, without acting through steam, 
as a means of propulsion. Mr. Gordon calculates that with about 
one-fourth of the weight and extent of apparatus now used in the 
steam-engine he shall be able by a succession of impacts of con- 
deused heat with the water, to impart a propulsion to vessels that will 
equal, if not exceed, that produced by steam, with more safety and 
at considerably less expense. 

This new invention proceeds upon the principle of the rocket, 
divested of the destructive effect attending its composition. We leave 
Mr. Gordon, in the following extracts from a pamphlet recently 
issued by him, to explain the mode by which he proposes to effect the 
desirable end at which he aims :— 

“ In a boat 26 feet long and 4} broad, I fitted a close furnace, or 
retort, and a common small forge be.lows. ‘The close furnace being 
opened at top and at bottom, an intense fire was got up; the bonnets 
at top and at bottom were then luted and fitted tight. ‘The upper or 
reservoir portion of the bellows was not used. Each stroke of the 
lower portion of the bellows passed air through the close fire for the 
hot products of combustion to rush out against the water. 
apt! l'he boat, when tried with this apparatus, weighed in all 4375Ibs.; 
in other words, that weight of water was displaced by her flotation, 
when the discharge-pipe was immersed twelve inches. Each 
stroke of the portable forge-bellows sent co!d air into the close fur- 
nace, ‘lhe appropriation of oxygen to supvort combustion was in- 
stantaneous ; and the heating ot all the aeriform body which passed 
off by the pipe was also instantaneous. ‘he products of combustion, 
almost altogether aeriform, but also occasionally mixed with smoke, 
dust, and ashes, rushed out (at a temperature of 800° or 900°) by the 
discharge pipe, which wasthree inches in diameter, Not to be tecious, 
a narration of mistakes and disappointments may be avoided, and the 
action or reaction of the arrangement shown on the drawiny, ex- 
plained. i = 

“A valve being of course in the cold-air pipe, between the bellows 
and the furnace (and, as has been said, the upper chamber of the 
bellows inoperative), I sent a succession of blasts into the bottom of 
the furnace, and conseqnently up through the intense fire, to find its 
wav out under water by the discharge pipe. 

The first blast, by one man, always started the boat (weighing 
nearly two tons) froma state of rest three feet in two seconds ; and 
l believe that no two men with oars or sculls, with all the advantage 
of their flexor and extensor muscles, could do more. And neither 
paddle-wheels nor the Archimedian screw can start the same weight 
into such motion in the same time. 

I several times repeated these experiments upon what may be 
called the initial velocity had by the first blast, or jet, or shot, 

The leaky and sinking condition of the old boat, broken and out of 
shape by liftings by a crane, prevented my continuing the course of 
experiments so far as to be able to take her rate, consumption of 
fuel, and the line-liaulage power necessary for the same rate. These 
la'ter points will be more fully illustrated when I shall have fitted a 
larger vessel with several close furnaces, and with blowers either ac- 
tuated by a steam-engine, or kept in motion by part of the power of 
the vessel’s own velocity through the water. ne sa tina 

“ A succession of such discharges will give the required accelerated 
velocity, and the shipwright can arrange to have them in the bilges, 
after-body, or other parts of a ship, so that one or more discharge- 
pipes may deliver their power backward to send the ship a-head, or 
forward to send her astern, or backward on one side, and forward on 
the other side, to bring the ship about, or direct her head to any 
given point. - y 

“ The safety of the proposed impulse is not affected by a store of 
power in many tons of boiling water ready to burst into steam; it 
may be assured by there being no store of power whatever.” 

Mr. Gordon, in conclusion, thus manifests his strong confidence 
in the capability of his invention :—“ Perhaps this mode of impelling 
bodies is the nearest approach to the variable intensities of animal 
power, where the combinations of oxygen and carbon are more slow 
or more rapid as the same size of lungs may require it to be for slow 
motion, or for the fleetesc course of the animal.” 

Lorp Duxponatp's War PLan.—We understand that the secret 
official trial to ascertain the effect of a continuous evolution of in- 
tense gas in projecting shells or shot from a tube, resulted, on an 
average, in throwing twenty-five six-pounder shot to the distance of 
7000 yards. From this data it is clear that balls of greater diameter 
would far exceed the range of common artillery. Another important 
advantage is said to accrue, namely, that the continuous rush during 
their emission would prove much less injurious to vessels projecting 
such missiles than the shock or recoil of single discharges. We learn 
that Lord Dundonald’s ingredients produce an elastic emission, like 
that which would be evolved by kindling the end of a hawser or cable 
formed of hard twisted gun-cotton. 
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POLITICAL INDICATIONS. 


France AND Sraix. — A great sensation was created in Madrid 
by the simultaneous departure of Queen Christina and Count Bres- 
son for Paris. ‘The departure of the Queen was announced for some 
time previously, but Count Bresson’s was very sudden, According 
to some accounts a family calamity was the cause of the ambassador’s 
departure; but according to rumours more generally believed he 
was summoned to Paris for some public business. lt is necessary, 
however, that people in England should not be deceived as to the 
nature of the settled policy of Louis Philippe in the Peninsula. 
There is little doubt that important political considerations have 
called M. de Bresson to Paris. Senor Mon will proceed there as 
soon as the debates on the address are concluded. He is expected to 
leave by the 12th inst, and to be minister again before six weeks 
afterwards; but his friends consider that a personal conference with 
Louis Philippe is absolutely necessary before they can venture on 
the realisation of their hopes. . 

‘The French government is also taking steps to prevent the Spanish 
refugees resident in France from joining their companions in their 
own country. Some of these measures are not exactly justifiable on 
the part of a government calling itself constitutional, and in a coun- 
try that for some fabulous reasons boasts of its sirict observance of 
the rites of hospitality. ‘The “ Independant des Pyrénées” gives the 
following-account of the stringent orders given with respect to the 
Spaniards resident in the south of France :— A telegraphic despatch 
orders all the Spaniards resident at Perpignan to quitthat town with- 
out delay. The despatch makes no distinction between the Carlists 
and Progressistas. It is said that it comprises all Spaniards, what- 
ever may be their motives for residing at Perpignan, even though 
they may have been resident there for many years. They have the 
choice of returning into Spain (if their consul choose to give them a 
passport), or to retire to one of the three provinces of France, where 
they are allowed to take up their forced residence. Lyons, we are 
assured, is the nearest town to the frontiers of Spain where they will 
be allowed to stay. ‘The greatest precautions are taken not to allow 
the sale of gunpowder, and the severest measures are taken to pre- 
vent communication ecross the frontiers. Every thing, in short, 
shows that the French government is fully aware of the importance 
to be attached to the movements which are preparing on the other 
sideof the Pyrenees.” 

Austria AND France,—The “ German Journal of Frankfort" 
states, from Switzerland, that the Vorort has again called upon the 
Austrian government for explanations as to the march of Austrian 
troops towards the frontier of Tesino. and that the answer is very 
satisfactory, the Austrian government having declared that it has not 
the slightest intention of violating the territory of Switzerland. 
France is the party most interested in these movements of Austrian 
troops, and their concentration on the north of Italy,

THE WEEK. 
AFTER our first edition of last week had gone to press, Mr. 
Hume introduced the subject of the Russo-Dutch loan to the 
House of Commons.. In a speech, the logic of which wasfsuitably 
paralleled by a nice derangement of the principles of syntax, the 
Honourable Member argued, that as Russia had practically with- 
drawn her adhesion to the Vienna treaty, England was not bound 
to continue until A. D. 1915 her guarantee of the payment of the 
principal and interest of the debt. Lord John Russell met this 
hollow argument by repudiating the doctrine that the infraction 
of a treaty by one power was a justification of its violation by 
another ; adding that if there were no other reason why England 
should hold to this particular engagement, Russia supplied one in 
not breaking faith with Belgium and Holland, who were most con- 
cerned in the integrity of the loan in question. The debate on the 
subject was adjourned until Thursday, but its issue cannot be 
doubted. Parliament cannot possibly countenance Mr. Hume’s 
suggestion for evading a sacred obligation. 

The operation of the criminal law has been the cheval de bataille 
of the Legislature during the week. In the House of Lords Earl 
Grey has been endeavouring to get rid of transportation, at least 
for two years, experimentally, and in the Commons Mr. Ewart has 
assailed capital punishment as revolting to the feelings of the age, 
and inefficacious as a check upon the highest crimes. Earl Grey’s 
Bill led to a motion by Lord Brougham for a select committee to 
inquire into the operation of the criminal law ; which motion was 
duly agreed to. Mr. Ewart’s motion for the abolition of the 
punishment of death was resisted by the Government, and fell to 
the ground. 

Nothing else has transpired in Parliament worthy a moment’s 
attention, excepting Mr. Roebuck’s motion that Ireland be sub- 
jected to a property tax, because loans are granted to the owners 
of property. Mr. Roebuck had the sympathy of Mr. Hume, Mr. 
B. Escott, and tweaty-three other Members; but the high feeling 
of the House, generally, revolted at the idea of imposing burdens 
at a moment when succour was so essential. Mr. Labouchere 
treated the proposed measure as “ inexpedient;” Mr. Shaw spoke 
of the “impossibility” of applying the English law to Ireland ; 
Mr. J. O'Connell and Mr. S. O'Brien found in the motion an 
argument pro Repeal; Mr. Baillie regarded the plan as “ falla- 
cious ;” Lord G. Bentinck considered the motion “ useless,” and 
50 DO, The upshot was the defeat of the motion by 121 to 26. 

The highly indecent and reprehensive conduct of the King of 
Bavaria in respect to the favour shown the violent and debauched 
danseuse, Lola Montes, for whom his Majesty entertains a strange 
passion, has been followed by one of those events which are so 
honourable to the integrity and independence of public men, but 
80 vare in countries where the monarchy is not restrained and 
limited by the wholesome operation of a popular constitution. 
T he Bavarian ministry have dared to put in a formal protest 
against the power of the notorious Spaniard, and to resign their 
offices rather than tacitly recognise, by continued service, the 
dominion she so perniciously exercises. It is alleged that there is 
much exaggeration in the stories we receive of Lola’s impetuosity 
and corruption — that the Jesuits malign her for the purpose of 
again obtaining the influence which her charms have superseded ; 
but in the act we have recorded, there is testimony to the truth of 
the charges which commands respect, and admits of no doubt or 
qualification. 

An attempt is being made by some distinguished Eton men to 
prevent the abolition of the time-honoured Montem, and to this 
end a meeting was held a few days since at an hotel in Cockspur 
Street. We confess that, with all our affection for our “ ancient 
institutions,” we have failed to be influenced by the arguments 
employed in favour of the retention of the usage. It seems to 
rest for defence entirely upon its antiquity, while the reasoning 
per contra is based upon a just contempt for a practice which once 
a year converts the alumni of the college into mountebanks and 
beggars, for no earthly, scholastic, or any other rational purpose. 

The occasional continental traveller will be glad to learn that 
the Abbeville and Amiens section of the Boulogne Railway is to 
be opened on Monday next, and that from Havre to Rouen on this 
day week, The speed gained by the diminution of the distance 
by diligence on the former line will, however, be counter- 
balanced, we suspect, by the delays in transferring the body of 
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the diligence from its own carriage to tbat on the rail. 
vantage will be limited, until the whole of the Boulogne line is 
open, to the superior smoothness and comfort of the train. 

A vacancy has occurred in what is called the House List of the 
East India Direction, by the demise of Mr. W. Astell, who has 
been one of the rulers of the East for forty-seven years. Of the 
number of candidates for succession to the vacant office, three 
have declared that they will not proceed to the ballot on the pre- 
sent occasion; the other three, General Caulfield, Mr. R. D. 
Mangles, and Captain William Fastwick, have put forth announce- 
ments of their intention to compete for the honour, referring to 
former announcements for a detail of their respective claims. If 
great experience in various military and political offices — a 
minute acquaintance with the revenue system, and various insti- 
tutions of the country, the character of its people, enlarged views, 
and the purest benevolence that could animate a man in authority, 
form sufficient ground for a preference, the proprietors will freely 
vote for the election of General Caulfield. He is incomparably 
beyond his competitors in all the qualities that should reside in a 
ruler of one hundred and fifty millions of human beings. Mr. 
Mangles is a member of Parliament, and a great railway director ; 
and Captain Eastwick is an intelligent, liberal-minded gentleman, 
who has seen some fifteen years’ service in Western India, but 
they are neither of them the men that India wants. 

Several terrific accidents are recorded in other parts of our 
paper. The Carlsruhe Theatre has been burned down; the fire 
took place soon after the audience had assembled, and upwards of 
seventy persons were consequently burnt to death. At Barnsley 
there has been a shocking coal-pit disaster, by which upwards of 
sixty human beings have lost their lives ; a fire in Drury Lane; 
and the loss of the steamer Tiber, of 800 tons, complete the cata- 
logue. 

Assistance continues to be afforded to Ireland in every prac- 
ticable form ; public exertions and private benevolence are ex- 
hausting themselves in her cause; yet to read the accounts for- 
warded to the daily press, one would be disposed to compare the 
transmission of relief to the passage of water through a sieve. 
We read in the “ Chronicle :” — 

Durty, Marcu 8.—The most harrowing accounts have been re- 
ceived to-day from Sligo, Cork, Kerry, Leitrim, Longford, and other 
counties. The deaths from starvation are increasing to a most tright- 
ful extent, and fever and dysentery are spreading in all directions. I 
have seen a letter from a district in a southern county which states 
that the board of guardians now only admit to the workhouse persons 


suffering under fever and dysentery! Only think « hat a pest-house 
it must be. 
hospital accommodation, and the most direful consequences must 


follow, for it cannot be expected that pestilence will long be confined 
to the destitute classes. 


All this, sickening as it is, should not dishearten the well-dis- 


posed. We rather claim, on behalf of poor Ireland, a renewal of 


charitable impulse ; without the most gigantic efforts, the fairest 
country in the world must be utterly desolated. 

The marriage of the Queen of Spain to a well-beloved cousin, 
whom she cordially detested, is blossoming after 4 fashion. It is 
rumoured that, practically, a separation a mensa et thoro bas been 
established, and the Queen is now a suppliant to the excellent 
Pope for a formal divorce. Meanwhile the restless Christina and 
the wily Bresson have left Madrid for Paris, with objects that are 
guessed at, but cannot possibly be understood. We shall probably 
obtain some of the on dits from our’ Paris friends. 

The foreign news of the week is of small importance. There 
have been arrivals from America and Portugal, but the contents 
of the despatches are uninteresting. 
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THE BALEARIC ISLES. 


Tue French are beginning to feel the inconvenience of 


the inverse application of the apt and current phrase, that 
property has its' rights as well as its duties. We have felt it 
before them, and we know what it is. Our property — in 
other words, our influence —in the Mediterranean com pelled us 
to get possession of Malta, Gibraltar, and some of the Ionian 
Islands. British India rendered St. Helena, the Cape of Good 
Hope, Ceylon, and Mauritius unavoidable acquisitions. China, 
or rather our commerce with that empire, costs US Singapore, 
Penang, Malacca, &c. In fact, every continent has a key and 
half-a-dozen locks, and unless the possessor of the one can com- 
mand all the others, he has no security against intrusion, and no 
certainty of not being shut up against his will whenever jealous 
neighbours find it convenient to blockade him. 

The acquisition of Algeria being incomplete 28 long as the 
various places on the high road are in other hands, France is now 
said to be casting a sheep’s-eye upon the Balearic Isles ; and how- 
ever our jealousy may lead us to blink the subject, it cannot be 
denied that without them her tenure of the western coast is as in- 
secure as her dominion over the parts of Africa haunted by the 
indomitable Emir Abd-el-Kadir appears impossible. The Ba- 
learic Isles are situated—our readers know well enough where — 
in the western part of the Mediterranean, off 
Spain, whose sovereignty they acknowledge. Minorca was once 
our own, but we surrendered it to Spain in 1814, having no 
further occasion for it as a harbour of refuge for out fleets. Port 
Mahon, the principal port, is one of the finest in the known 
world, and would be an invaluable acquisition to the French in 
every point of view. Shall we suffer them to occupy it? Three 
years since they endeavoured to establish a hospital at Mora, and 
were only prevented by the intervention of cur government. 
They now fly at much higher game, and the relations with Spain 
are favourable to their ambition. It is for our foreign minister to 
put the drag-chain on French ambition, and we shall anxiously 
watch the operation.

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SCHOOLS FOR TEACHING THE BLIND TO READ, AVENUE ROAD, REGENT’S PARK. * 


TEACHING THE BLIND TO READ. 


It was deemed, in the last century, a great measure of philan- 
thropy to establish asylums for the in igent blind. The public 
compassionated the Helpless condition of the wandering mendicant 
whose darkness exposed him to a multitude of risks, and the pre- 
carious character of whose vocation was rendered still more uncertain 
as a means of subsistence, and they clubbed their finances to give 
him a refuge. But this was only a step in the work of charity, 
With a root over his head and clothing upon his back, the “ poor 
blind” was See protected from the inclemency of winter and 
the scorching heats of summer, while regular meals of plain and 
wholesome food formed a happy substitute for the spare diet of his 
erratic career. But the mind of the recipient of public bounty was 
still unfed. Shut out by a visitation of Providence from the con- 
templation of the glorious works of nature and of art, there was little 
in his existence to distinguish him from the beasts of the field; and 
in some respects he was their inferior. They beheld the light of 
heaven, the green meadows, and the trees, and he did not. The 
ordinary channels for the reception of human knowledge were closed; 
and his thoughts, unless he had been born blind, turned merely upon 
the dark and, in his case, profitless past, It was only in the instances 
of the optical destitution of persons of education and studious habits 
that memory supplied an unfailing store of entertainment and re- 
flection. Yet though these considerations forced themselves at an 
early period upon the founders and supporters of the blind institu- 
tions, it was long before any means of entertaining and usefully 
employing their poor inmates occurred to them. nitting, basket 
making, music, and such other pastimes and occupations as merely 
employed the fingers, were first resorted to, and proved as agreeable 
a source of profit as a relief from ennui, At length the grand idea 
of teaching the blind to read was started by an ingenious and philan- 
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thropic foreigner, residing abroad, and subsequently adopted in 
England with improvements and an enlarged application. Raised 
stenographic characters, readily descernible by the touch, formed the 
basis of the system; and so obvious were its uses, that about nine 
years ago a “ Society” for bringing it into general adoption was insti- 
tuted in London, and has since been labouring unweariedly with very 
considerable success. Upwards of five hundred blind persons have 
received instruction at the institution, and not less than five thousand 
four hundred volumes embossed (on the alto-relief principle of 
printing), of which more than two thousand have been either sold 
or distributed gratuitously among the blind. So complete, indeed, 
is the system, and so simple withal, that few pupils require more 
than three months’ attention to render them adepts at the science. 

Vitally important, however, as is this admirable society to the 
mitigation of the suffering and sorrow of afflicted humanity, and bold 
and energetic as are the efforts of its committee, its operations are, 
we regret to hear, much contracted by the state of its finances. At 
this moment, in order to extend the sphere of its usefulness, the 
society is bent upon the erection of a building for the reception of its 
schools, and it is computed that the ultimate cost will not exceed 
4000/. But even for this excellent purpose not more than 1200/. has 
been contributed by the public, and the permanent income of the 
society, so far from admitting of the assignment of any portion in 
aid of the building fund, is insufficient for the current business of 
education, An appeal, therefore, has been made to the public for 
pecuniary aid, and we cannot doubt that it will meet with a generous 
response. The comparatively cleanly habits of Englishmen render 
ophthalmia far less frequent in this than it is in other countries; but 
still blindness, from one cause or another, afflicts great numbers, and 
we do not know that the bounty of the affluent can be applied in a 
nobler object than the alleviation of the suffering arising from so 
melancholy a cause.

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JOSEPH JOHN GURNEY. 


The late Joseph John Gurney, banker, of Norwich, whose death 
was announced in our paper a short time back, has left personal and 
funded property amounting to 140,000., and he directed his execu- 
tors and trustees to invest 70,0007., and to pay the interest to his 
widow for her life, giving her power to dispose of 20,0007. by will. 
He bequeaths to his daughter a legacy of 20,000/., and a further sum 
of 35,000/. on the demise of his widow. His furniture, plate, and 
books, at his residence at Earlham Hall, he leaves for his wife and 
daughter to make a selection first therefrom and the remainder to 
his son, who isthe residuary legatee, and upon whom, at the decease 
of Mrs. Gurney, will devolve the trust fund comprised in the mar- 
riage settlement; and to him he has also appointed and devised all 
his landed aud freehold estates. He has left to each clerk in the 
Norwich bank, of which he was a partner, a legacy of 10/., and tothe 
public charitable institutions in the county, including several schools 
in connection with the Society of Friends, he has left bequests 
amounting in the whole to 1000 guineas, ‘To his sister, Richenda 
Cunningham, 1000, and other bequests to his family. To his 
nephew, Henry Birkbeck, 250/., for his trouble as acting executor 
with his son John Henry Gurney. The deceased executed his will 
in March, 1846, and died on the 4th of Jannary last, aged 59.

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AVALANCHE IN SWITZERLAND, 


A letter from Chamounis, of the 19th ult., states that 
on the 15th, at seven in the evening, an avalanche fell 
with a tremendous noise from the so called Aiguilles- 
rouger, burying the hamlet of.Chable. ‘The hamlet, 
which consists of five houses and a few small manufac- 
tories, is situated in a narrow glen, which was completely 
filled up by the masses of snow, as was also the bed of the 
Arve, which runs through it. In one house eleven per- 
sons were saved, owing to the strength of the walls, and 
worked their way out; some others were found alive, but 
the remainderjperished. ‘The first person that escaped 
ran to the village of Prats to give the alarm, but it was 
difficult to make out the position of the houses. Owing 
to the masses of snow and the fear of avalanches, no aid 
could be obtained till the 16th from the priory, when the 
doleful tinkling of the convent bell gave the alarm to the 
inhabitants of the principal village of the valley. They 
at Once proceeded to the spot of the disaster, but one im- 
mense winding sheet of snow wrapped up the buried 
village, with a chimney appearing here and there from 
the solid white mass. After two days’ digging, seven 
corpses were dug out, and six persons stil) alive. The 
unhappy persons who survive have lost their all, and it is 
hoped that the government will come to their timely 
succour.

THE LIVERPOOL GRAND STEEPLE CHASE 


This race is the very first in the kingdom. It draws 
together a much larger assemblage of spectators than the 
races in July. Liverpool is the highway from Ireland, 
whence so many first-rate horses have been imported, and 
where steeple racing has been, much longer than in Eng- 
land, a favourite sport. This circumstance may, in some 
measure, account for the steeple-chase at Aintree possess- 
ing the immense attraction that it does. 

On arriving we found the ground in the finest possible 
order—it could not be better; and there was not a jump

in the race which any mediocre hunter might not 
have compassed. It was evident, therefore, that 
the race would be a fast one, and that the fleetest, 
and not the strongest, horse would have the best 
chance. The steeple chase course was precisely 
that of former years; indeed it never can be any 
other, for there is no ground in the neigbour- 
hood of which a view can be commanded from 
the stands, and we believe the very circumstance 
of the race being distinctly visible all the dis- 
tance, to those possessing tolerable sight, from 
all the stands, is one great reason that the 
Liverpool Steeple Chase takes precedence of any 
in the world. 

The first race was for a sweep of 10 sovs each, 
h ft, with 50 sovs given by Lord Sefton. One 
mile. For this there were thirteen entered, and 
twelve came to the post. The race was won by 
Mr. Allen's Nottingham, 6st 71b. 

The Steeple Chase, a Handicap Sweepstakes 
of 20 sovs each, hft, with 100 sovs added.

ASSOCIATION FOR THE REVIVAL OF SACRED 
MUSIC IN SCOTLAND. 


Between two and three years azo, a musical normal school was 
formed, under the above denomination, at a public meeting held in 
Edinburgh, at which the Lord Provost presided, and at which his 
Grace the Duke of Sutherland, the Marquis of Lorn, the Hon. 
Lord Murray, and others, supported in impressive speeches the 
plan which Dr. Mainzer then brought forward for the improvement 
of sacred vocal music in Scotland, especially among the middle and 
humbler classes of society; and already the results are such as to 
make this institution an object of great interest to all friends of 
music, as well as of the general improvement of the people. Ac- 
cording to the;statistics'published by the committee of the Association, 
of which Lord Murray is chairman, about 8000 children of the 
various schools of the city have already received instruction in the 
elementary principles of vocal music; and have been made so 
thoroughly acquainted with these, that the greater number have been 
able, in their turn, to communicate what they had learned to other 
children of those schools who had’ not attended the classes of the 
Association. Several children thus teach classes of ten, twenty, fifty, 
and eighty pupils; one of them has already taught more than a 
hundred; and the best proof of the simplicity of Dr. Mainzer’s 
system of tuition is, that in the examinations instituted by the com- 
mittee, those children who had been instructed by the pupils were 
found so well acquainted with the elementary exercises, as to be at 
once admitted into the higher classes of the association. 

The second public examination of these classes this winter took 
place in the Music Hail, George Street, on ‘Tuesday last, when two 
meetings, ene in the forenoon and one in the evening, tcok place, 
which were attended by a large and most influential audience; and 
the performances showed an extent of musical acquirement for which 
many ladies even might envy these children of the humbler ranks.

l'rapING 1N China. — The ‘aspect of Shanghae to a vessel en- 
tering the port is cheering and even surprising. Fronting the river 
rises a little town of newiy-built houses with their slated roofs, ample 
verandas and pillared porticos, giving unequivocal token of a flourish- 
ing settlement of British merchants, whose undertakings must be on 
a large scale to make it worth their while to provide such handsome 
accommodation for the transaction of business; from ten to twenty 
large merchant ships, English or American, lie at anchor; and be- 
yond, thick as a forest, the masts of the native vessels complete a 
picture of commercial importance and activity very different from 
what is seen at other ports up the coast. At the entrance of the 
river, outside the limits of the port, a not less imposing fleet of 
opium clippers might attract the attention of the curious, so securely 
moored, suppiicd with such neat and comfortable awnings, and with 
other outward signs of a more than temporary establishment. The 
Chinese authorities, however, are not among the prying and the 
meddling, and so opium takes the place of dollars in all great com- 
mercial transactions. A simple order for so much of the drug passes 
current. among the native merchants, and thus answers all the pur- 
poses of bank notes and paper currency. The simple unsophis- 
ticated form of these orders for 1000, 2000, or 3000 dollars is strong 
testimony to the perfect good faith of all parties. There is, in truth, 
this peculiarity among the Chinese, which has its disadvantages as 
well as its great advantages; it; is; very difficult to get them to 
enter into any large trading transactions, and a whole body of silk 
or tea men have been known in the north to hold back for days or 
weeks, not venturing to trust a purchaser's offer, or strike a bargain 
until one more bold or less deliberate plunges into a bargain for 
100 bales of silk or a chop of tea against a consignment of long- 
cloths or orders for the “best Malwa,” with a mere pencil indication 
of the number of dollars represented on the sealed envelope; then, 
presto, like a flock of sheep making a tush after the leading one, 
the whole number step forward, and neither long-cloths nor opium 
can be found to meet their demands; teas and silks, chests and bales 
by the hundred, exchange owners without written agreement or wit- 
ness of sale beyond the little sealed order for the opium, representing 
a given number of dollars; and these most cautious and timid people 
become the most careless and reckless dealers in all things legal and 
illegal. ‘The ice once broken, they plunge or tumble into business 
deep and fast. 

lire rrom Fricrion.—A Hungarian chemist is said to have dis- 
covered a mode of producing heat, available for industrial purposes, 
by means cf friction. He places in contact two iron plates and a 
copper cylinder, highly polished, turned on an axis at the end of a 
lever, with a balance weight at the other end, to keep the plates in 
contact, when, by means of a very simple apparatus and trifling ex- 
ertion, a glowing red heat may be produced in five minutes, and 
maintained with ease. Among the ancient Druids, the sacred fire 
was always produced by friction, and it is the ouly means available to 
the savage in any part of the world. Dry wood, however, is used 
instead of iron. 

Yankee Missionary. — I went to see. Mr. or Dr. Williamson, 
who was here both in the capacity of missionary and apothecary, and 
ound with him an out-and-out western Yankee, of the name of 
Huggins, an odd, long-legged, sharp-faced, asparagus-looking 
animal, every portion of his body being as narrow ns the head he 
bore on the top of it. This fellow being rather in the pious: line, 
and professing to know something about farming, the missionary had 
brought him trom Illinois to raise corn and vegetables, as well as to 
assist him in his other labours; but he was such an original that the 
missionary himself stood no chance of being noticed where he was. 
I never saw a Yankee that so completely came up to those quaint, 
drawling, vulgar Jonathans, the idea of which is now so general. He 
always called the Indians “ critturs,” had got all their interjections 
and grunts, and used them instead of “yes” and “no.” He certainly 
knew more about the Indians than the missionary did, and was more 
constantly amongst them. Mr, Williamson was married, and had a 
motive for remaining at home; but Huggins, who was alone in the 
world, was in the habit of walking into the tabees without ceremony, 
and, sitting down, would take his psalm-book and sing a few verses 
to the Indians, so that the women had got accustomed to him, and 
rather liked him. ‘ Some folks is considerable curious,” he once 
said to me, “to find out whar these ignorant critturs comed from. 
I am as sartin as death that they are the old Phillistines of the Scrip- 
tures: they cant be the lost tribe of the Jews, vekase whar under 
arth is their birds (beards) gone?” I asked him why he had not 
taken a young Indian girl to wife? “Stranger,” said he, ‘1 allow 
them har young painted Jizzabuls aint just up to missionarying.” —

Tue Karnies,— The “ Calcutta Christian Observer” for January 
gives a notice of a singular race of people calied the Kathies, who in- 
habit a part of Guzerat:— 'l'hese people are supposed by some to 
be the ancient Cathie, who in the time of Alexander’s invasion occu- 
pied a portion of the Punjaub, near tre confluence of the five rivers. 
Among the Kathies there are no distinctions of caste. Besides 
priests, they have an official class of persons called bards, who possess 
authority almost equal to that of the Druids. They become security 
for the payment ot debts, the conduct of individuals who have mis. 
behaved, and the appearance of persons in pending actions, either 
civil or criminal. On the same terms they conduct travellers and 
caravans through districts infested with robbeis, or in a state of war. 
Ifa troop of predatory horse appear, the bard commands them to 
retire, and brandishing his dagger, takes a selemn oath that if they 
plunder the persons under his protection, he will stab himself to the 
heart, and bring upon their heads the guilt of shedding his blood. 
Such is the veneration in which he is held as a person of celestial 
origin, and such the horror at being the cause of his death, that the 
threat in almost every instance deters them from making the medi- 
tated attack, and the party is allowed to pass on unmolested, ‘I'he 
religion of these people consists of little else than adoration of the 
sun. ‘They invoke this object of their wership before commencing 
any great undertaking, and if a plundering expedition be successful, 
a portion of the money stolen is consecrated to the service of religion. 
The only functions of the priestsare to celebrate Marriages and funeral 
solemnities. They have but one sacred building, a temple, situati d 
near lhuam, dedicated to the sun, and containing an image of that 
luminary, The size of the Kathies is above the average, often ex- 
ceeding six feet. “ihe women are tall, and often handsome; generally 
speaking, modest, and faithful to their lords. The Kathies have no 
restrictions of any sort regarding food or drink,”

The noiseless exit of the celebrated morsel of humanity who, for 
the past three years, has delighted the female, and vexed the souls of 
the male, portion of the British public, has rendered people dubious 
of his departure from our shores.

CHUBB’S NEW PATENT LOCK, 


Mr. Chubb, of St. Paul's Churchyard, has recently taken out a 
patent for several most important improvements in the construction 
of locks. ‘The first and principal invention, as exhibited in our 
drawing, is especially intended for the fastening of bankers’ and mer- 
chants’ strong rooms and other analogous uses. Mr. Chubb deno. 
minates it “ The Quadruple Lock, and it consists of a combination 
of four separate and distinct locks in one, all being acted upon at the 
same time by a single key with four bits. It will be seen by the 
drawing that the main bolts are attached to an eccentric w eel, 
throwing them each way, and to these bolts twenty or thirty bolt 
heads may be fitted so as to secure an iron door all round. The 
plan of the eccentric wheel has been used some years by the Messrs, 
Chubb, but, by means of the new quadruple arrangement, the wheel 
and bolts are much more effectually secured than hitherto, The 
quadruple lock having six tumblers in each set, making twenty-four 
tumblers in all, and all being acted upon simultaneously by the mo. 
tion of the proper key before the eccentric wheel can turn, it is ut- 
terly impossible, from the extensive combinations, for any attempt 
by a false instrument to succeed ; and, in order to make assurance 
doubly sure, Mr. Chubb has contrived, by a simple and efficacious 
plan, to adapt a small detector lock, which throws a steel plate over 
the large key hole. Thus, in a banking establishment, a confidential 
clerk may carry the GUASTA key, and the principal, having the 
smaller key, can at all times prevent the fire-proof safe or strong 
room being opened unless he is himself present. Notwithstandin 
the apparent complexity of this lock it is really very simple, and all

the parts are so well fitted and strong, that there is no probability of 
its getting disarranged. È 
HE Diagonar Lock, — Another invention of Mr. Chubb’s, is 
what he terms the Diagonal Lock, and is a decided improvement on 
the ordinary locks in common use for drawers, boxes, and desks. It 
consists of a very simple, but strong and effectual, arrangement, 
whereby the bolts on locking come out in a diagonal form, and 
fasten themselves into a metal plate on the lid of a box or top part wf 
a drawer. Our smaller engraving refers to this species of lock. Mr. 
Chubb has also made a great improvement in the form and adapta- 
tion of the detector in these locks, and also in street door latches.

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THE CLAUSSEN LOOM. 


Ata meeting of a large number of manufacturers and members 
of the Royal Society for the Improvement of the Growth of Flax in 
Ireland, held lately at Belfast, an improved loom, patented by Messrs. 
Claussen and Co., was exhibited, and a comparative trial made with 
a loom of the ordinary construction. 

The Claussen loom, used on this occasion, is capable of making 
two webs, one yard and a quarter wide each ; but, as it was desirable 
to compare its working with an Irish yard-wide hand-loom, two webs, 
of only a yard wide, were mounted, — one in thirteen, the other in a 
fourteen hundred reed, and the Irish loom with a thirteen hundred. 
The results showed that the Claussen loom produced at the rate of 
15 yards per 12 hours, and the Irish hand loom 61; but, taking into 
account the extra breadth of the loom, 19 square yards might have 
been as readily woven with the same labour. In several comparative 
trials, made in Belgium some months since, the same favourable re- 
sults were demonstrated. A government commission was issued 
there, to report on its merits; since which, a large company has 
commenced operation, and the Belgian Government have ordered a 
great number of looms to be lent out in the rural districts, where 
much distress prevails. ‘The subject is full of interest to the manu- 
facturers and people of Ireland, and ought to be taken into imme- 
diate consideration. i

BrrmincHnam. — Intelligence was received here on Wednesday of 
the explosion of an immense boiler at the iron works of Messrs. 
Davis and Bloomer, Gould's Hill, near West. Bromwich. The 
accident is stated to have arisen entirely from neglect on the part of 
the man employed to superintend the working of the engine, the 
boiler of which is represented to have been one of the strongest ever 
manufactured: it was, however, suffered to get nearly red-hot in 
consequence of an inadequate supply of water; hence this accident, 
which has been produc:ive of the most terrible results. The fore- 
man and three others were either killed on the spot, or haye since 
died. Of fifteen men and boys picked up after the accident had 
taken place, the majority have sustained such dreadful injuries that 
it is not expected they can survive. Such was the force of the ex- 
plosion, that a great part of the machinery employed at the works 
was completely shattered to atoms, 

CAMBRIDGE —The parish of Harlton, in this county, has been 
thrown into the greatest consternation, in consequence of the mys- 
terious disappearance of Mr. Page Serjeant, of that village, farmer. 
From what we can learn respecting the affair, Mr. Serjeant was pro- 
ceeding home from Cambridge market, on Saturday, the 13th ult., 
and being a person much given to drink, he called at the White 
Horse at Barton, which place he left at about twelve o'clock at night, 
in a state of intoxication, and has not since that time been seen or 
heard of. Mr, Serjeant mostly took sums of mouey home with him, 
and it is feared that he must have been met by some person who knew 
his habits, and robbed or perhaps murdered him. is relations have 
caused every possible search to be made for him, but without success ; 
nearly sixty persons were engaged the other day in searching every 
hedge and building, and dragging every brook between Newnham 
and Harlton, but no trace of the poor man has yet been discovered.

MISCELLANEOUS. 


Vore-TAKING. — A convict in the States Prison of New Jersey 
has invented a machine for taking the yeas and nays in legislative 
assemblies. The “Trenton News” thus describes it: — ‘ Yester- 
day we saw for the first time a most wonderful machine, made for 
the purpose of saving time in taking the yeas and nays in our houses 
of legislation. The model of this machine has been only completed 
a day or two, and is not even yet quite ready to be exhibited. ‘The 
machine, when put into use, is to stand at the clerk's table, and from 
it two wires are to extend to the desk of each member, terminating in 
two knobs, one of which should be marked yea and the other nay. 
When the question is to be taken, and it is announced by the chair, 
the clerk unlocks the machine by touching a spring, and every mem- 
ber pulls one of the knobs attached to his desk. If he wishes to vote 
yea he pulls the yea kncb; if he wishes to vote nay he pulls the nay 

nob; the whole being done simultaneously and ina moment. ‘Lhe 
clerk then turns a small brass crank part way round, and then figures 
appear before him in the machine, one of which gives the number of 
yeas and the other the number of nays which have been voted, and 
the third the aggregate of ali the votes taken. At the same time, 
and without any additional movement, the yeas and nays are all dis- 
tinctly registered on the clerk’s catalogue of members, which is 
printed pretty much in the usual form, the persons voting being 
marked by a small round hole pricked through the paper. All these 
Operations are done with unerring certainty, and the whole would 
not require more than a single minute. The size of the house or the 
number of members will make no difference in the time required. 
As soon as all the members who wish to vote have pulled their wires 
the work is complete. The cierk then has only to turn his crank, 
and in an instant the number of yeas and nays, and the aggregate 
votes, stands before him in large figures, and all that he has to do is 
to declare the result. His marked register will at the same time 
show how every member has voted.”

— The Royal Victoria arrived off St, 
Katherine's from Leith in the course of Monday, and in pursuance 
of an Admiralty order she was seized for the damage she was said 
to have caused the Rose. Baii, however, to the amount claimed 
having been duly put in, the order of seizure was withdrawn, and this 
evening she again left for Leith. Te operation of raising the 
sunken vessel has been exceedingly tedious. After she had been 
lifted, as before reported, the tide carried her on the Essex shore, 
where her siern stuck fast on a ledge, and as the tice receded she fell 
into an almost perpencicular position, with her bow under water. 
Other smacks were called in to assist, and she was on Wednesday's 
flood tide placed higher cn the shore. and at the fall of the tide the 
men were enabled to search for the bod'es of the crew, two of whom 
only were found. An inquest will be held upon their remains by 
the coroner for Essex. 

America AND Mexico. — We believe that Mr. Martin, the Ame- 
rican chargé d'affaires at the French court, has received a hint from 
his government that a proposal of European interference as regards 
the Mexican question would be favourably viewed by the United 
States, and that intimation has been made to that effeet to the British 
and French cabinets. We are also given to understand that this 
affair has already been under the consideration ot M. Guizot and the 
Marquis of Normanby, and that measures are being devised #>r 
meeting the wishes of our ‘l'rausatlantie neighbours. 

l’appLE-Box Boats. — An extract frou Commander Caflin’s re- 
port, of the 13th of February, relative to the advantage of paddle- 
box boats in the surf, during the operations for extricating the 
Sphynx, has been printed by o:der of the House of Commons. | It is 
as follows: — ‘In the operations for the rescue of the Sphynx I 
found these boats of the utmost value; indeed, I feel convinced no 
other boats could have done the work of laying out anchors and 
cables, under simi.ar circumstances of surf, which they did. I went 
through the surf, shortly after my cutter was capsized, in one of the 
Porcupine’s paddle-box boats (which as surf boats are of a most handy 
size and build), when the surf was so high that I did not deem it pru- 
dent to allow the other (and much larger) paddle-box boats with the 
cables in to venture, and was obliged to buoy them outside, but 
which she floated over most beautifully. So persuaded am 1 of their 
usefulness, that it appears to me the strangest thing in the world 
that all steam vessels have not got them; and indeed I think they 
ought not to be limit d to steamers, as I am sure one or more would 
be a very great acquisition to anv man-of-war. My unfortunate 
cutter, when she got into the surf, was served as all such boats must 
be under similar circumstances; the surf broke over her stern, and 
she went down stern foremost and rollea over: this cannot (is not 
likely to) happen with these boats, from their build and great buuy- 
ancy. l had once to go through the surf to seaward from the 
Sphynx, when it was neariy low water, and each breaker, after 
passing, left the boat aground: no other but such a build of boat 
could have stood this; an ordinary boat would have fallen over on 
her side, and filled with the next breaker. F:om the arrangement of 
the oars, that is, from being able to turn and face either end of the 
boat and give way, there ig no necessity of rounding the boat, which 
in asurf is of the first consideration, as you may either stem the 
breaker or face about, give way, and keep the boat on the top of it; 
thus exercising your judgment for the safety of the boat." 

Pustic SPIRIT. TAt the last market at “Boulogne-sur-Mer there 
were scarcely any supplies of wheat, a circumstance which excited 
the greatest alarm among the authorities aud principal inhabitants. 
M. A. Adam, M. L. Fontaine, M. Chaveau Sire, aud M. Ach. 
Adam, who are at the head of four of the principal mercantile houses 
of the town, immediately advanced a sum of 200000 francs, with 
which they despatched Mi L. Fontaine, jun., to Enghud to purchase 
corn, ‘hey took this measure only in the interest of the town, 
having declared that if any profits should arise from the sale of their 
purchases, they should be given to the charitable institutions; and 
if there should be any loss, they would bear it entirely themselves. 

Ga.vanism.—A German journal states that the appilcation of gal. 
vanism has been made in Austria for preserving trees and plants 
from the ravages of insects. ‘he process is very simple, consisting 
only in placing two rings, one of copper, the other of zinc, attached 
together, around the tree or plant. Any insect that touches the 
copper receives an electric shock, which kills it, or causes it to fall to 
the ground. 

Lerps.—On Thursday, last week, a young woman, named Hannah 
Dawson, cut her throat at her home in Queen Street. A young sur- 
geon was celled in immediately afterwards, and on examining her 
pronounced her dead, and left her. She was then laid upon a bed up- 
stairs, uncovered in readiness for a coroners (ee to view her body. 
After the lap:e of about an hour, one of the Leeds policemen, who 
was passing, asked, out of mere curiosity, to see the “deceased,” 
His wish was complied with by her friends, and the policeman pro- 
ceeded upstairs, and found heractually breathing! Another surgeon 
was called in, she was then removed to the infirmary, and was yes- 
terday very satisfactorily recovering. 

Liverroot. — On Tuesday an unfortunate man named Thomas 
Kearns received two mortal stabs in Westmoreland Street, of which 
he almost instantly died.’ The individual who inflicted the wounds 
is a sailor named John William Hines, who was pursued and taken 
into custody, and will doubtless have to stand his trial at the ap- 
proaching assizes for this most serious offence. ‘The facts of the case 
are briefly told. Kearns, who was the father of five children, kept a 
house of ill-fame at 51, Westmoreland Street, and about 12 o'clock 
at night Hines came to the house with one of the female lodgers. 
A brief altercation took place, which ended in Hines stabbing 
Kearns twice with a knife. An inquest on the body was held on 
Wednesday. The prisoner is only about 17 years of age, and the 
deceased 45.

Carita Punisument. — We are not among the advocates for the 
abolition of death punishments in all cases. Cruel, deliberate, cold- 
blooded murder ought ever to render life for life. Cases of man- 
slaughter, however, frequently occur, so closely approaching in some 
features to felonious slaying, that great discretion is required to 
discriminate between the two very different crimes. Such we consi- 
der will be found to exist in the cases of the two unfortunate men, 
Welch and Matthews, who were convicted at Newcastle within the 
last fortnight, and are left for execution on the 17th instant. In the 
case of Welch, the prisoner and the deceased had been drinking, 
quarrelled, and fought, and before there was time for blood to cool, 
Welch drew a knife, already in his possession, and struck the fatal 
blow. In the second case, disputes had arisen on a railwav between 
the Irish and English labourers. ‘The deceased man, Hives, had 
been drinking, and a quarrel arose between him and some parties of 
the opposite faction present. A fight ensued, and after inflicting some 
punishment on the deceased, the prisoner Matthews retreated, but 
was followed by the enraged Hives, on which the former returned 
and stabbed him with a knife in the femoral artery, ignorant, pro- 
bably, of the vital part he struck. Sincerely do we hope these cases 
may recrive the favourable consideration of Government, and ‘that 
the mercy of the Crown will be extended to the two unhappy 
convicts. 

Bonnyaic, — On Saturday last a girl of about ten years of age, 
daughter of a miner at Bonnyrig, Cockpen, went to a sandpit in the 
vicinity to bring sume sand to her mother. About two hours after- 
wards her parents became alarmed lest some mischief had befallen 
her, as she had not returned, and on proceeding to the spot they ob- 
served that a mass of earth had recently fallen into the pit, on re- 
moving which they discovered the little girl a corpse. ‘The hole was 
twelve feet deep, and the sand under which she was found buried 
might be nearly half a ton in weight.
